Overflow Protest Meeting Dramatic Signal for U. S. to Lead 


Democratic Action Against Hitler Terrorists

Stark, simple words blazed in a white flame on a blue banner 
across the width of Madison Square Garden, Monday night. Tacked 
high along the front of the first balcony, the horror - stricken message 


of the blue banner had ral- ° 
lied 37,000 men, women and 
‘children, Negro and white, 
Jews, Catholics, Protes- 


tants, to a huge overflow 
meeting of united front protest 
against the vicious forces of 
nazism-fascism. 

The flaming banner read— 
“America Cries Out Against 
Nati Persecution of Jews and 

Catholics.” 

Two messages were hammered 
home, time and again, by each 
succeeding speaker at the meet- 
ing. ‘The time for words has 
passed. Now the democratic na- 
tioris of the world must translate 
their words and feeling into 
deeds. Place a complete trade 
embargo on Nazi Germany. Boy- 
cott Nazi goods. These are the 
things the Nazis will respect. 

WAIT FOR F. D. R. LEAD 
And, secondly, following in 

logical order, the world is wait- 
ing expectantly for America’s New 
Deal President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt to lead the united dem- 
ocratic nations into the struggle 
against the dark forces of Hitler- 
Mussolini-Mikado. 

Sixteen speakers mounted the 
platform to raise their voices 
against the terror. Philosophers, 
religious leaders, lawyers, poli- 
ticians, authors, trade unionists, 
business men, musicians and 
leaders of racial minorities—each 
condemning the unspeakable Nazi 
pogromié against innocent and de- 
fenseless people. 

Twenty-one governors, twenty- 
two cor gressmen, Secretary of the 
Interior Harold Ickes, C. I. O. 
leader John L. Lewis, trade union 
leaders Sidney Hillman, A. F. 
Whitney and Daniel J. Tobin sent 
messages of solidarity and greet- 
ings. 

Governor Herbert H. Lehman 
wired, in part: “I regret that 
absence from the city makes it 
impossible for me to attend the 
meeting tonight.

When the crowd 
applauded, Miss Parker applauded 
too, just to lend added emphasis 
to her own words of enthusiasm. 

Ernst Toller, one of the closing 
speakers recounted the story of a 
German shoemaker, who had been 
thrown into a concentration camp 
and had been shot for daring to 
read the Bible, 

Albert C. Gilbert, President of 
the Harlem Bar Association, 
added the voice of the Negro 
people to the meeting, saying. 
“Negro people condemn all crimes 
of persecution against minority 
groups and pledge their aid in the 
fight to destrey nazism and fas- 
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honorable German name,” said 
radio commentator H. V. Kal- 
tenborn, “I have visited Germany 
and I know that the great mass 
of Germans there are not Nazis 
neither are the thousands of 

Germans in this country.” Kal- 
tenbérn concluded with the 
stirring ,cry, “Democracies will 
live. 8 will die!“ 

William Weiner, President of 
the Jewish People’s Committee, 
August J. Novorka, Jr., of the Co- 
ordmating Council for Czechoslo- 
vak Peoples, and Walter Bayer, 
Grand Master of the Polish Na- 
tional Alliance, spoke in the name 
of their national groups, pledging 
ald in the fight to crush the 
fascists. 

Weiner struck the keynote of 
the evening when he said, 
“There is urgent need for an 
immediate conference of all 
democratic countries with the 
big powers, the United States, 
England, France and the Soviet 
Union, taking the lead.

One of the evening’s most stir- 
ring moments came at the con- 
clusion of the address written by 
Reuben Brainen, honorary presi- 
dent of the Jewish People’s Com- 
mittee and former president of 
the World Zionist Organization. 
An octogenarian, Mr. Brainen 
himself was unable to speak 
though he appeared on the plat- 
form. His grey patriarchal beard 
flowed over his chest and his 
deep-sunken eyes flashed fire as 
he heard his own words being 
read, urging every Jew to join in 
the bitter struggle to destroy na- 
zism, not to fear Hitler threats or 
Goebbels’ warnings. 

“The Nazis have a slogan that 
the Jews are their worst misfor- 
tune,” wrote Mr. Brainen. “We 
Jews hope that history proves that 
slogan to be true.” 

The American Sponsoring 
Committee Against Nazi Outrages 
announced that the collection 
during the meeting had totaled

The Amateur Athletic Union will 
have 144 new records to act upon 
when it convenes in Washington 
Dec. 2, 3 and 4, it was announced 
yesterday by Paul R. Jordan, chair- 
man of the records committee. 

The list of achievements is 
topped by Glenn COunningham's 
4:04.4 mile around Dartmouth’s m- 
door track last winter. It is the 
fastest mile ever run indoors or 
out. Even if approved by the A. A. 
U., it never will be recognized uni- 
versally, because the International 
Athletic Federation does not list in- 
door standards. 

Only trace record which the A. 
A. U. expects to advance to the I. 
A. A. F. for world acceptance is the 
440-yard relay time of 40.5 seconds 
set by Southern California’s team 
last May.
